REMARKS 

Claims 1-15 are pending in this application. TECHNOLOGY CENTER 2800 

The Office action rejects: 

claims 1-3, 6, 8-1 1, and 13 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) over Nishizawa et al. 
(USP 6,323,832, hereinafter Nishizawa); 

claims 4 and 5 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Nishizawa; and 
claims 7 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Nishizawa and Shanks et al. 
(USP 5,821,688, hereinafter Shanks). 

The applicant respectfully traverses these rejections, based on the remarks 
provided in the applicant's response of 26 March 2003, and based on the following 
remarks. 

In each of the independent claims 1 and 2, the applicant specifically claims:
